defense). The budget figures 
are as indicated.” 
Maybank had treated’ the 


money request as a practical 
certainty. 


Ferguson said there “natural- 
ly” had been a change in the 
world picture since the budget 
was made up last summer. Bat 
he said: 


“The Senator has no evidence 
to indicate that there will be 
an application (from the Eisen- 
hower Administration) for a de- 
ficiency bill to increase the 
amount of the present request.” 

But Maybank said: “I don't 
understand that,” and added: “I 
know that there will be a de- 
ficiency bill if the Secretary of 
State and the Secretary of De- 
fense make any agreements or 
arrangements” for new defense 
policies in southeast Asia.

First Estimate $1,000,000. 

The original estimate of the 
cost required to modernize the “ 3 
‘school lighting system was 
slightly more than $1,000,000.

The committee’s re- 
port was based on a 30 foot- 
candle standard—a foot-candle 
being the amount of light cast 
on a square foot of surface by a 
candle placed 12 inches away.

The type chosen, 
which throws 60 per cent of its 
light directly and 40 per cent 
indirectly, was tested at Cote 
Brilliante School. 

The principal, John H. Pur- 
nell, told school officials that 
pupils in the test room now “do

have the new lights in their 
classes, too, he said. 

It was estimated that cost of 
installation and re-wiring would 
be $1,742,378 and the total an- 
nual cost of fixed and operating 
charges would be $294,132.

The Federal Bureau: of Inves- 
tigation will do that, while the 
internal security division gets 
the cases before grand juries 
and into the courts for prosecu- 
tion, he explained. 

Tompkins‘'s nomination by the 
President must be approved by 
the Senate before he can move 
into the post. 

The nomination came as a 
“surprise” to the 6-foot, 170- 
pound onetime Newark lawyer, 
who jumped into the New Jefsey 
political scene fresh from law 
school and a stint in the Army 
in World War II. 

Tompkins said he suspects his 
appointment came as a result of 
the good work of his office here 
in cracking down on gangsters

What Commitment? 


Secretary Dulles is apparently continuing to 
press for immediate formation of a Southeast 
Asia military alliance notwithstanding Prime 
Minister Churchill's public refusal to enter such 
negotiations during the Geneva conference. 

Mr. Dulles’s latest coniment on the proposed 
pact makes it more urgent than ever that Con- 
gress and the country consider a basic issue of 
foreign policy. The question is whether the 
United States should not only organize the use 
of armed force against naked aggression across 
international frontiers, but also organize the use 
of armed force against internal revolt of the 
kind that started the Indochina war. 

Many Americans would be all in favor of the 
first kind of collective defense, which is con- 
sonant with the pledges to which this country is 
already committed by the U.N. charter, but 
would seriously question the second kind. 

At his news conference Tuesday, Mr. Dulles 
was asked what kind of commitment he believes 
the proposed pact should embody. He replied 
that it should carry a commitment like that of 
the North Atlantic and inter-American treaties, 
and he said that if all three Indochinese states 
were parties to the pact, then it would be ap- 
propriate to use armed force to put down the 
fight now going on there. 

Evidently Mr. Dulles is proposing a commit- 
ment for Southeast Asia much stronger than 
that which we have already given the Philip- 
pines, Australia and New Zealand. 

In the “Anzus” and Philippines pacts we agree 
to regard an attack on those countries as “dan- 
gerous” to our own peace and safety, and to 
meet the common danger in accordance with 
our constitutional processes. In the North At- 
lantic pact, by contrast, we make the much 
stronger pledge to regard an armed attack on 
any member as an attack upon ourselves, and 
to meet that attack by taking “such action as 
deemed necessary, including the use of armed 
force.” ' 

It is the latter T¥Pé of commitment, apparent- 
ly, which Mr. Dulles proposes to extend to 
Southeast Asia. And in doing so he evidently 
proposes that the definition of “armed attack” 
be broad enough to cover the kind of fighting 
that has been going on in Indochina, 

If this is true, then the commitment proposed 
is the kind which would have brought about 
American armed intervention in Indochina had 
the Southeast Asia pact been in force during the 
past six months. It is the kind which conceivably 
could bring about armed intervention there next 
winter should the Geneva conference fail to 
produce an acceptable peace. 

Is this the kind of commitment which the 
American people wish to undertake? On that 
grave question there should be widespread, frank 
and nonpartisan debate. 

On the face of it, such a commitment would 
be considerably broader than that which the 
United States recognized when, with United Na- 
tions support, it defended South Korea. 

Many Americans who support the principle 
of collective resistance to naked aggression—as 
the Post-Dispatch does—will need to be con- 
vinced that this principle should be extended to 
cover the suppression of internal revolutiong. 
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For Security Cases 


Attorney General Brownell takes a logical step 
in creating a new Internal Security Division 
within the Department of Justice to speed up 
the handling of espionage and sabotage cases. 

If crimes of this sort are to be with us for 
some years to come, the sensible thing is to ar- 
range for the fairest possible investigation of 
charges, prompt presentation to grand juries 
when sufficient facts are established and speedy 
prosecution of the charges in courts of law. This 
quite apparently is the mission of the new divi- 
sion, whose chief will be William F. Tompkins 


of New Jersey, now a United States attorney 


who has been engaging in fighting gambling and 
racketeering. 

Not the least impressive part of Mr. Brownell’s 
announcement is his pledge that the new divi- 
sion, as it co-operates with the FBI, will have 
the particular duty of “guarding the constitu- 
tional freedoms” of all suspects. The aim of the 
new division, like that of all prosecuting agen- 
cies, should be to obtain every possible convic- 
tion of the guilty without trespassing on the pre- 
sumed innocence of every accused person until 
proof of guilt has been clearly established. 
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Mr. Barkley Takes an Elbow 


Former Vice President Barkley has introduced 
a new note into political life which may prove 
to be the most significant contribution to it since 
the invention of the handshake, He has revolu- 
tionized the non-political tour, or at any rate is 
on the first lap toward revolutionizing it. 

For years now, the President of the United 
States—whoever he was—has enjoyed the privi- 
lege of making non-political tours of the country 
to help candidates belonging to his party by 
showing up alongside them. For years, members 
of the opposing party have found little to do 
about it but fume and fuss. They have declared 
loudly that the President's trip was not, too, 
non-political — but as everyone knew that al- 
ready, their exposes lacked a certain something. 

Mr. Barkley’s contribution to the art of deal- 
ing with the non-political tour is simplicity itself. 
Instead of denouncing it for not being what it 
pretends to be, he joins in the pretense, and 
behaves accordingly—enthusiastically so. When 
President Eisenhower went to Kentucky te—be 
seen with Senator John Sherman Cooper at his 
elbow, Mr. Barkley greeted him and was seen 
at the other elbow. Mr. Barkley is out to defeat 
Senator Cooper and is regarded as an exceed- 
ingly serious threat. : 

Senator Humphrey has already carried the 
Barkley method forward by supporting an invi- 
tation for the President to visit Minnesota. Sena- 
tor Gillette may join one of the Presidential] el- 
bows in Iowa, Senator Douglas in Illinois. 

The non-political tour which Presidents of both 
parties have resorted to could thus eventually 
become as defunct as the dodo, Under the grad- 
ual chipping-away of the Barkley method, the 
darn thing might turn out to be really non-po- 
litical after all. 
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Inspecting Savings on Inspections 

Missouri’s “Little Hoover” commission makes 
a constructive suggestion in proposing to co-or- 
dinate the inspection services of the State De- 
partment of Agriculture. It finds that separate 
inspectors how go to the same community to in- 
spect feed, seed, eggs, locker plants, nurseries, 
greenhouses, and milk processing plants. The 
commission very sensibly asks why one inspector 
cannot be trained to do several of these jobs, at 
a saving to the state. , 

The reforms in the executive branch of the 
Federal Government, which Missouri is using as 
a model, merged duplicating services in a num- 
ber of fields. General Services Administration, 
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for instance, was set up to handle the housekeep- 
ing functions of government for various agen- 
cies. Central accounting is still another example 
which the Missouri commission intends to fol- 
low, replacing the wasteful and inefficient meth- 
od of duplicating accounting services. 

The Missouri commission on the executive 
branch of the state government will undoubted- 
ly find many other opportunities for this kind 
of improvement. A saving in money may be ex- 
pected to result, but while that is an important 
consequence it will not be the most important 


consequence. Of still more importance is the — 
enhanced efficiency—the improved quality of 


service to the taxpayers—which the rationaliza- 
tion of set-ups and methods can bring about. 
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A Single Entity 

In its protest against the allocation of taxes to 
be levied by the Metropolitan St. Louis Sewer 
District, the City Administration seems to be 
slightly confused. 

The Metropolitan District will levy 2 cents 
on each $100 of assessed property valuation 
in the city, and 3 cents in that part of St. Louis 
county that lies within the district's boundaries. 
The higher rate in the county. compensates for 
the much lower assessments on county real es- 
tate. In terms of overall property valuations in 
city and county, the rates are equalized. 

But City Counselor Liberman in effect con- 
tends that the rates ought not to be equalized. 
He holds that because much of the first-year ac- 
tivity of the district would benefit St. Louis 
county, the rates are unfair to St. Louis. He 
stands on the opinion that the city should not 
be taxed to pay for county work. 

If the Metropolitan District were merely a de- 
vice to harness two separate and distinct entities 
—city and county—Mr. Liberman might have a 
point. Surely no one would ask the city to pull 
the county’s share of the load, or vice versa. 

But that is not the. case. The Metropolitan 
District is a single entity that includes all the 
territory between the Mississippi river and a line 
running generally parallel to and west of Lind- 
bergh boulevard. It is a political subdivision 
of the state in which city and county are inter- 
mingled. 

The Metropolitan District might be likened to 
a large pail that has been filled by pouring into 
it water from several glasses of varying size, 
each glass representing one of the 14 municipali- 
ties —~ including St. Louis—and the 24 small 
sewer districts which make up the Metropolitan 
District. Once in the pail the water from each 
glass becomes a part of the whole and indistin- 
guishable from it. 

And since the Metropolitan District is a single 
entity, the cost of administering it necessarily 
ought to be borne equally throughout the dis- 
trict, just as the cost of running the City of St. 
Louis is assessed in equal measure against prop- 
erty owners in each of the city’s 28 wards. 

An exception, of course, would be the case 
of new construction financed by bond issues. 
By the terms of the Metropolitan District's char- 
ter, this is to be handled by the formation of 
subdistricts, probably on a watershed basis, 
and paid for by those people directly benefited 
and by no one else. 

Mr. Liberman would not advocate one tax rate 
for municipal purposes in, say, the Twelfth Ward 
in South St. Louis and another in the First in 
North St. Louis. The same principle applies to 
the Metropolitan Sewer District. 
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Chairman Mundt Decides 

By the narrowest of divisions and with Chair- 
man Mundt casting the deciding vote, the Senate 
Investigating subcommittee has decided that the 
McCarthy-vs.-Army controversy is not going to be 
taken into secret sessions. 

This is a wholeséme decision, in the best in- 
terests, of the American people, and Senator 
Mundt of South Dakota is to be commended on 
making it possible. He said he would not vote 
for any curtailment that a principal objected to 
and when Secretary of the Army Stevens op- 
posed the Dirksen proposal as unfair, Senator 
Mundt stuck tightly to hig word. 

As Senator Mundt made plain, he personally 
favored the Dirksen curtailment plan along with 
the other Republican members of the subcom- 
mittee. Thus on the merits of the issue only 
the three Democrats supported Republican Sec- 
retary Stevens's view that the Dirksen plan 
would not result in fairness. 

Now let the hearings go on, but without all 
the distractions that Senator McCarthy of Wis- 
consin has cooked up to waste time. He blames 
everyone except himself for making speeches; 


yet he had the floor more or less continuously - 


Tuesday afternoon. He had it so much that he 
trapped himself with his own unbridled attack 
on the Army’s counsel, Joseph N. Welch. For it 
developed that what he said in identifying Mr.

The 
Senator obviously owed Mr. Welch an immediate 
apology but none was forthcoming.

“Tt is likely,” wrote Mr. Aron, 
“that during the current year 
the balance of strength will alter 
in favor of France and Viet 
Nam. At least, this will be true 
if the basic hypothesis of the 
French strategists continues to 
hold good. 

“Their hypothesis is that the 
Vietminh army, which has not 
increased in size for two years, 
is limited not by lack of weap- 
ons but by lack of manpower, 

“If the Vietminh were in a 
position to create new divisions 
as fast as they could arm them, 
Russia and China could counter 
American aid by sending in a 
few hundred more light ma- 
chine-guns, trucks, and mortars 
each month. If, however, the 
Vietminh lack trained men, es- 
pecially officers and non-com- 
missioned officers, China cannot 
make up for their deficiencies 
without direct intervention en- 
tailing unforeseeable risks. 

This basic hypothesis explains 
two things, One is the repetition 
of our warnings against “direct 
intervention” by China. These 
repeated warnings appeared to 
be necessary because of the 
theory that the Vietminh could 
not win the war—lacking man- 
power — unless the Chinese in- 
tervened directly. This basic 
hypothesis of the French strate- 
gists accounts also for the mis- 
calculation which produced the 
tragedy—the glory but the trag- 
edy—of Dien Bien Phu. 


What Went Wrong? 


Writing before the Vietminh 
mounted theif attack on Dien 
Bien Phu, Mr. Aron said that 
“Gen. Henri Navarre’s strategy 
fis to force the Vietminh divi- 
sions into battle and, if possible, 
destroy them.” 

On what calculation was that 
strategy based? According to Mr. 
Aron, who is a faithful reporter 
in this matter—as I can testify, 
having had the same theory ex- 
plained to me repeatedly in 
Paris and in Washington—‘“two 
kinds of fighting are involved in 
this war: Guefilla operations and 
battles between regular. armies. 
The Vietminh have six divisions, 
without heavy weapons, tanks or 
planes, but with infantry equal 
to any. Besides these. divisions it 
has guerrilla units and regional 
militia more numerous than the 
60,000 to 70,000 men in the 
regular divisions. But if it lost 
the formally organized units, it 
would be incapable of fighting a

than the existing policy assumed. 

The battle of Dien Bien Phu, 
bad as it was in itself, became 
enormously worse because this 
spectacular blow to the prestige 
of the West came at a time when 
the political prestige of the 
French authority in Indochina 
was deeply undermined. If 
the Viet Namese army and the 
Bao Dai government were po-

Not Purchasable. 


This bears critically on the 
formation of a new policy—pri- 
marily because it showed that 
the critical issue underlying the 
effort to build an alliance to 
contain the spread of Commu- 
nism in Southeast Asia is politi- 
cal. The critical issue is whether 
the pact can include Asian peo- 
ples of the mainland of Asia. The 
French have failed in Indochina 
to enlist popular support for the 
Bao Dai government and for the 
war against the Vietminh. Can 
we repair that failure in Indo- 
china or elsewhere in Southeast 
Asia? Can Britain; France and 
America make an alliance with 
Asian peoples? | 

If it can be done, it will have 
to be done on terms and for 
objectives that command popu- 
lar support among the newly 
emancipated nations on _ the 
Asian mainland. That kind of 
suppoft cannot -be bought. It 
cannot be compelled. It cannot 
be had by brandishing atomic 
bombs. It cannot be had by em- 
phasizing military measures to 
the exclusion of all others. 

It can be had only by winning 
their confidence that we under- 
stand and respect and support 
their vital interests—not merely 
our own. 

Failing that, failing an under- 
standing with nations in Asia, 
we can have only the kind of 
policy which rests on what the 
Western alliance will support, 
and on the reaeh, which is lim- 
ited on the Asian mainland, of 
our own sea and air power.

T is not only in cooking that 
| inis expression, “to render 
fat” is used. Our correspond- 
ent will be interested to know 
that this operation, which is one 
of her daily tasks, occurs also in 


-industry, where tallow is said 


to be rendered—that is to be 
tried out, as we refer to the 
extraction of these oils from 
the substances in which they ex- 
ist. 

“Render” comes to us from 
the French common word, “ren« 
dre,” which derives from the 
Late Latin rendere, going back 
to the Latin “renddere.” And 
this signifies—by the prefix at- 
tached to the root for “to give” 
—to give back. We speak of 
rendering homage, of rendering 
congratulations—at least so did 
our ancestors, not too far re- 
moved. The French to this day 
use the word literally for to 
give back. To return change for 
a dollar bill would be expressed 
in French by rendre. 


A considerable scope of usage 
stemmed from the original sense 
of giving back. Render came to 
mean to furnish and to inflict 
—to render judgment and to 
render punishment—to interpret 
and to cause to be. We still 
speak of rendering something 
clear, and of rendering a place 
secure. And so came-.render as 
to extract, and you have the 
operation of rendering tallow, 
or, as our correspondent con- 
tributes, rendering beef suet!

That cure might be as 
minor as an aspirin tablet, as 
drastic’ as surgery. 

“It’s the same with us. We 
can follow a similar process of 


diagnosis and treatment, no mat- 
ter what the cause, no matter 
what the symptoms. Maybe it 
reveals itself in the father’s in- 
ability to get along .with his 
employer. Maybe it’s merely 
a budget problem and a couple’s

The main problem with a ceil- 
ing is to get the patch to stay 
put until it is dry. It helps, 
therefore, if you don’t use too 
much water when mixing up the 
dry patching plaster. Use just 
enough water to get a workable 
plastic but if it becomes gooey, 
add more dry plaster. A se 
liguid patch will keep falling 
out just about as fast as you 
slap it back up. 

To get the plaster to hold for 
any length of time it must be

A WORD hardly ever men- 
tioned in modern speech is 
“humility” or the virtue which 
regulates a man’s undue esti- 
mation of himself. 

Humility is not underesti- 
mating oneself, such as a_tal- 
ented singer denying that he 
can sing. Humility is truth, 
or seeing ourselves as we real- 
ly are—not as we think we 
are, not as the public believes 
us to be, or as our press no- 
tices describe us. 

If the candle (compares 
itself with the lighfhning bug, 
it boasts of the greater light; 
but if it compares itself with 
the sun, it sees itself but as 
its feeble ray. 

As the artist must judge his 
coin the model, so man 
must judge himself by His 
Maker and all that He intend- 
ed man to be. 

The humble man is not cast 
down by the censures or the 
slights of others. If he has 


unconsciously given occasion 


for them, he amends the 
faults; if he deserves them 
not, he treats them as trifles. 

Humility also prevents put- 
ting an extravagant value on 
the distinctions and honors. 
Praise will generally make 
him uncomfortable, because 
he knows that whatever tal- 
ents he has, are gifts from 
God. He receives praise as 
the window receives light, not 
as the battery receives a cur- 
rent. 

The humble person may be 
a great person, but if he pos- 
sesses that virtue, he hires no 
agents, he blows no 
trumpets, he affects no man- 
nerisms, he unfolds no ban- 
ners, he courts no adulation, 
but while aiding and enlight- 
ening others, he desires to be 
like the angels who, while 
ministering to others, are 
themselves unseen.

HUMILITY is the pathway 
to knowledge. No scientist 
would ever learn the secrets 
of the atom if, in his conceit, 
he told the atom what he 
thought it ought to do. Knowl- 
edge comes only with humil- 
ity before the object which 
can bring us truth. 

In like manner, many minds 
today will not accept Revela- 
tion or faith because their 
pride has blocked the inflow 
of new knowledge. 

Pride makes a person .in- 
soluble and, therefore, . pre- 
vents his entering into amal- 
gamation with others. 

Humility, on the contrary, 
because of its basic receptivity 
to the .good of others, makes 
it possible to receive the joys 
of union with God.
